The  Elmhurst  Reserves  ended  the  1956-57  campaign  with  an  8-8  record.  Bal¬ 
anced  scoring  proved  helpful  as  Jim  Parr,  Ross  Springer,  and  John  Bruner  put  on 
a  contest  for  scoring  honors  that  was  not  decided  until  the  final  game  when  Parr 
led  Elmhurst  to  victory  with  19  points,  a  team  high  for  the  year.

Although  their  record  was  not  impressive,  there  were  several  bright  spots  during 
the  season.  The  first  was  leading  the  new  Allen  County  Athletic  Conference  most 
of  the  campaign  although  Elmhurst  finally  finished  fourth  with  a  4-3  record. 
Second,  the  Trojans  battled  their  way  to  the  final  game  at  the  County  Tourney 
losing  to  Leo  47-41.  The  last  major  accomplishment  was  in  the  sectionals  when 
Elmhurst  scored  in  the  80’s  for  the  first  time,  by  beating  Lafayette  Central  82-75. 
The  Trojans  averaged  51.5  points  offensively  and  gave  up  55.1  points  per  game. 
Elmhurst  made  61.7%  of  their  foul  shots  while  their  opponents  made  60.6%.
